I am  pleased  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending 
31st  December,  1963. 

Dr.  Dunlop  retired  in  June,  1963  after  33  years  service  to  the 
borough.  As  Medical  Officer  of  Health  during  the  last  12  years  and 
for  most  of  this  time  the  only  full  time  officer,  she  was  responsible 
for  a period  of  expansion  and  improvement  in  the  health  services; 
her  most  notable  achievement  was  the  integration  and  consolidation 
of  the  health  and  welfare  functions  delegated  to  the  borough  in 
April,  i960. 

Although  at  the  time  of  delegation,  a number  of  professional 
staff  were  seconded  for  duty  within  the  borough  and  some  extra 
appointments  made  within  the  Department  itself,  it  has  been  found 
that  the  further  expansion  of  services  has  been  limited  by  the  staff 
available.  An  improvement  in  this  staffing  position  has  already 
been  effected  but  increases  will  be  necessary  in  the  future  to  secure 
further  development. 

During  the  year,  the  present  clinics  have  been  working  close  to 
capacity  and  further  expansion  already  planned,  will  be  required  in 
order  to  meet  the  extra  demands  especially  in  the  popular  child 
welfare  field.  There  is  also  increasing  demand  for  improvements  in 
the  special  field  of  the  handicapped  in  the  school  health  service 
especially  as  the  facilities  for  the  handicapped  child  in  special  units 
within  the  borough’s  schools  are  expanded,  ft  has  also  become  evident 
that  the  detection  and  assessment  of  disability  in  the  pre-school 
years  will  require  extra  facilities  and  staff  to  make  full  use  of  the 
educational  opportunities  available  in  the  early  school  years;  in 
particular,  a unit  for  counselling  and  observation  of  children  in  this 
group  is  an  urgent  requirement. 

I am  anxious  that  the  work  of  the  mental  health  department  and 
the  welfare  section  should  expand  and  give  adequate  care  to  the 
home-bound  mentally  and  physically  handicapped  and  this  position 
will  be  improved  with  the  appointment  of  an  assistant  district 
officer  in  the  next  year. 

From  the  problems  which  are  being  referred  to  the  Department 
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for  assistance,  it  is  evident  that  the  services  for  the  Welfare  of  Old 
People  within  the  borough  need  to  be  reviewed  and  coordination 
of  voluntary  and  local  authority  services  effected. 

I would  like  to  thank  the  Council  for  their  support  through  the 
year  and  my  thanks  are  also  due  to  all  the  staff  for  their  valuable 
assistance  and  enthusiasm  in  the  work  of  the  department.

Tuberculosis — Notifications 

During  the  year  29  persons  were  notified  as  suffering  from 
tuberculosis.  On  the  31st  December,  615  persons  remained  on  the 
registers. 

Provision  of  Extra  Foods 

38  recommendations  were  made  by  chest  physicians,  of  which 
27  were  approved,  the  one  not  being  approved,  at  the  time 
of  recommendation,  the  patients’  financial  circumstances  were 
outside  the  application  of  the  Council’s  assessment  regulations.

B.C.G.  Vaccination 

The  carrying  out  of  this  vaccination  includes  all  persons  of 
13  years  or  over  who  are  in  full-time  attendance  at  schools  and 
educational  establishments  as  well  as  persons  in  close  contact  with 
patients  suffering  from  tuberculosis.  By  the  end  of  the  year  546 
schoolchildren  had  been  vaccinated  and  168  contacts.  The  school- 
children  were  vaccinated  at  clinics  by  Assistant  County  Medical 
Officers  and  the  contacts  by  chest  physicians  at  the  chest  clinics. 


Illness  Generally — Recuperative  Care 

Recuperative  residential  care  is  provided  under  Sections  22 
and  28  of  the  Act.  This  is  restricted  to  instances  where  a person  has 
suffered  from  an  illness  which  has  been  treated  either  in  a hospital 
or  at  home  and  whilst  needing  further  medical  and/or  nursing  care 
of  the  type  that  can  be  provided  by  a general  practitioner  and  home 
nurse,  cannot  have  that  care  at  home. 

16  applications  for  recuperative  care  were  received,  1 of  these 
was  withdrawn  and  arrangements  were  made  for  15  patients  to  have 
2-4  weeks  care  in  suitable  nursing  homes. 


Welfare  of  the  Permanently  and  Substantially  Handicapped 

At  the  31st  December,  1963,  91  persons  were  registered  as 
permanently  and  substantially  handicapped. 

Various  assistance  and  advice  was  given.  33  persons  received 
regular  visits  from  the  Occupational  Therapist  employed  part-time 
in  the  Borough  for  Craft  instruction.  7 persons  were  supplied  with 
Domestic  Aids  and  adaptations  were  carried  out  in  the  homes  of  5 
persons  to  secure  their  greater  comfort  and  convenience. 

11  severely  handicapped  persons  were  provided  with  holidays. 

13  Car  Badges  were  issued  to  Disabled  Drivers  in  the  Borough 
in  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Minister  of  Health, 
the  object  being  to  enable  them  to  be  readily  identified,  both  by  the 
Police  and  other  road  users  and  to  ease  the  difficulty  of  severely 
disabled  drivers  in  finding  suitable  parking  places. 


Medical  Loans 

90  persons  were  provided  with  nursing  requisites  during  the 
year. 
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Chiropody 

During  1963  there  were  127  new  applicants  for  chiropody 
treatment,  of  which  125  were  Old  Age  Pensioners  and  2 Physically 
Handicapped  persons.  The  total  number  of  attendances  for 
treatment  was  1,865,  of  which  669  (including  245  domiciliary  visits) 
were  by  private  chiropodists  approved  by  the  County  Council,  and 
1,196  (including  459  domiciliary)  by  the  chiropodist  appointed  by 
the  County  Council  to  work  part-time  in  Gillingham  in  addition  to 
other  areas. 

The  charges  by  private  chiropodists  as  from  1st  July,  1963  were 
9s.  per  visit  to  the  surgery,  and  15s.  per  domiciliary  visit. 

The  maximum  amount  payable  by  patients  is  4s.  per  treatment, 
and  of  the  total  number  of  314  patients,  99  paid  the  maximum 
charge  of  4s.;  5 paid  lesser  amounts,  and  210  received  treatment  free 
of  charge.

Domestic  Help  Service. 

The  steady  growth  of  the  Domestic  Help  Service  since 
delegation  was  maintained  throughout  1963.  In  the  first  three 
months  a total  of  327  households  received  help  compared  with  432 
where  the  Service  was  provided  during  the  last  quarter  of  the  year. 
It  is  only  fair  to  state  the  latter  figure  would  have  been  considerably 
enhanced  but  for  the  fact  that  many  people  were  actively  assisted 
towards  making  satisfactory  private  arrangements  to  meet  their 
own  particular  needs.  In  all  684  homes  received  help  on  at  least  one 
occasion  of  need  during  the  twelve  months  and  this  figure  does  not 
include  second  and  third  applications  from  the  same  household  of 
which  there  were  many. 

In  addition  to  this,  27  families,  a total  of  91  children  in  all. 
were  cared  for  in  their  homes  during  the  absence  of  the  mother,  and 
in  three  cases  residential  help  was  provided. 

Night  Help  was  given  in  respect  of  63  seriously  ill  or  dying 
patients  when  no  hospital  bed  was  immediately  available  or  relatives 
required  relief,  and  31  additional  cases  were  piov  ided  with  Evening 
Service.

Home  Teacher. 

There  was,  until  31.7.63,  one  Home  Teacher  employed  part  time 
in  the  Borough,  who,  up  to  the  time  of  leaving  made  222  visits. 
During  the  year,  an  average  of  19  Registered  Blind  Persons  have 
attended  weekly  at  the  Medway  Club  for  the  Blind,  all  sessions  up 
to  31st  July  having  been  attended  by  the  Home  Teacher  of  the 
Blind,  who  gave  instruction  in  pastime  handicrafts. 

The  Blind  and  Cripple  Guild  entertain  local  blind  persons  at 
their  meetings  and  by  several  outings  during  the  year. 


Workshop  Employment. 

There  was  one  man  employed  at  the  Blind  Employment 
Factory,  Waterloo  Road,  S.E.i,  as  a brushmaker. 

1 he  rates  of  pay  in  the  workshops  are  agreed  rates  fixed  through 
the  appropriate  negotiating  procedure.  The  workers’  actual  earnings 
are  augmented  by  a sum  of  15s.  a week  and  additional  supplementa- 
tion as  is  necessary  to  bring  the  earnings  plus  augmentation  up  to  an 
agreed  minimum  wage.  The  augmentation  and  supplementation 
is  paid  by  the  Council. 
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Mental  Health. 

Mentally  III.  89  patients  were  referred  to  the  Mental  Welfare 
Officer  during  the  year,  of  these  74  were  admitted  to  hospital.  In 
the  other  cases  it  was  decided,  either,  that  no  action  was  necessary 
under  the  Mental  Health  Act,  or  the  patients  were  eventually 
referred  for  out-patient  treatment  by  their  own  Doctors. 

Seven  cases  were  visited  in  the  nature  of  after-care. 

The  Sub-Normal  and  Severely  Sub-Normal.  Four  patients  were 
admitted  to  hospitals  on  a permanent  basis  and  9 cases  were 
admitted  for  ‘short  term  care’  varying  from  one  to  two  months. 

13  patients  remained  on  the  waiting  list  for  suitable  hospital 
accommodation.  Friendly  oversight  is  available  to  55  males,  and, 
by  the  Health  Visitors,  to  51  females. 

Training  Centre.  24  Gillingham  patients  attended  the 
Rochester  Training  Centre.  12  in  the  age  group  5-15  years,  and  12 
aged  16  and  over. 

1 patient  was  receiving  home  training.
